eration. Sixteen  p'i»- 
senger  trains  enter  the 

city  daily.  We  are  on  the  New  Orleans 
and  Northeastern.  Ill  miles  from  New  Or- 
I.  ans,  ami  H5  miles  from  Meridian;  we  are 
!Ht  miles  from  Jackson,  and  70  miles  from 
Gulfport  on  the  Gulf  & Ship  Island;  we  are 
125  miles  from  Natchez  via  the  Mississippi 
Central,  and  06  miles  from  Mobile  via  the 
New  Orleans,  Mobile  & Chicago.  Students 
from  any  portion  of  South  Mississippi  may 
reach  us  by  means  of  these  roads  and  their 
.connections  within  a few  hours. 

We  use  the  water  supplied  by  the  city. 

This  water  is  furnished  artesian  wells 

that  overflow  in  abundant  streams  in  many 
parts  of  the  city.  The  analysis  allows  that 
this  water  comes  from  tM  same  source  ns 
that  furnished  by  the  famous  Inaltli  giving 
springs  around  Hattiesburg*  that  are  visited 
by  thousands  every  year.  Within  walking 
distance  of  the  eollege* there  is  one  of  these 
noted  springs. 

In  connection  with  the  ample  supply  of 
pure  water  the  eollege  has  a splendid  sew- 
erage system,  thus  giving  us  every  safe- 
guard for  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

All  the  buildings  are  heated  by  steam, 
which  is  healthful,  sanitary  and  safe.  As 
an  extra  precaution  agninst  fire,  the  heating 
plant  is  separate  from  tne  other  buildings. 

The  buildings  are  also  supplied  with  san- 
itary toilets,  hath  equipment  for  tub  or 
ahower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water,  electric 
lights,  ample  protection  against  fire  and  oth- 
er modern  conveniences 

The  rooms  are  on  the  first  and  second 
floors,  hence  there  is  practically  no  stair 
climbing.  They  are  large  well  ventilated, 
well  heated,  and  have  at  least  two  windows 
Jx7  for  each  room.  They  are  intemlcd  for 
two  girls,  and  furnished  for  comfort,  and 
convenience.

A 
portion  of  one  of  the  dofmltoric*  is  fitted  up 
ami  here,  under  the  care  of  an  experienced 
matron,  the  girls  an-  rn*hled  to  •— etirf*  their 
education  at:  a mininmnl  of  coat.  There  ia 
no  charge  fur  room  rent  and  each  month  the 
cost  of  Inland,  heat,  light,  etc.,  ia  divided 
among  the  whole  ntinilaer.  Groceries  will 
he  furnished  at  lowest  wholesale  cost,  and 
the  whole  coat  for  a session,  including  board, 
tuitmn,  laundry,  heat  aild  light  ought  not  to 
he  over  $140  00.

all  the  risk  and  they  have  in  most  cas.-*  been 
financial  failures  and  gone  down.  Witness 
those  at  Carrollton,  Shuqualak,  Meridian. 
Starkville  and  Summit.  The  two  that  live 
—Blue  Mountain  and  Ilillman— bid  fair. to 
grow  and  !ive  forever.  The  General  Asso- 
ciation in  southeast  Mississippi  was  first  to 
respond  to  the  need  of  the  young  women  and 
admitted  them  to  Clarke  Memorial  from  its 
beginning.  Th  • Convention  at  its  Iasi  meet- 
ing in  Gulfport,  was  finally  prevailed  on  to 
accept  a female  college  as  a gift,  and  Missis 
sippi  Woman’s  College  made  its  entrance  in- 
to the  family.  Thus  we  begin  to  acknowl- 
edge our  obligation  as  Baptist*  to  provide 
for  our  girls.  It  is  enough  to  make  one's 
heart  sore  to  go  through  the  State  and  see 
the  number  of  girls  capable  of  great  useful- 
ness who  need  a little  help  and  encourage- 
ment to  quicken  ambition  and  enable  them 
to  find  themselves.

5.  He  must  make  an  average  of  not  less 
than  seventy-five  per  cent  in  each  of  his 
classes,  and  in  earn-  of  attendance  during  a 
previous  term,  he  must  have  completed, 
without  condition,  all  of  his  work.

For  many  years  everybody  actively  con- 
nected with  Blue  Mountain  College  has  been 
working  on  a salary;  this  included  the  pres- 
ident and  all  the  iiiciiil>ers  of  the  firm  who 
were  doing  active  service.  All  the  profits 
have  gone  into  the  school  property  and  the 
firm  has  often  borrowed  heavily  in  order  to 
keep  the  institution  abreast  of  the  times. 
During  the  thirteen  years  that  Dr.  lsiwrey 
was  at  Mississippi  College,  he  did  not  draw 
a dollar  from  the  income  at  Blue  Mountain 

Blue  Mountain  College  was  established  by 
lifti.  M.  I*.  Ivowrey  and  his  wife  as  an  un- 
selfish service  to  the  world.  Their  descen- 
dants have  all  the  time  expected  to  hand  it 
down  to  humanity  as  a memorial  to  the  un- 
selfishness mid  consecration  of  these  their 
noble  ancestors. 

About  six  years  ago  the  Mississippi  Bap 
tist  Convention  appointed  a committee  to 
consider  the  question  of  launching  a Baptist 
Woman's  College  in  the  State.  This  com- 
mittee ranic  to  Iiowrey  & Berry,  to  know 
upon  what  terms  Blue  Mountain  could  he 
taken  over  by  the  denomination.  / Most  lib- 
eral terms  were  stated  to  the  committee; 
terms  which  we  feel  sure  no  town  in  the 
State  would  have  equalled  When  the  con- 
vention met  at  llaxlehurat  they  reported  that 
they  had  liberal  terms  from  Blue  Mountain; 
that  some  of  the  large  towns  and  cities 
would  like  to  offer  bids.  etc.  While  the 
committee  made  no  recommendation  to  the 
convention,  yet  it  was  really  the  conviction 
of  the  committee  that  the  time  had  not  come 
for  the  convention  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  another  educational  institution  The 
convention  itself,  after  full  discussion  decid- 
ed that  it  was  not  wise  nt  thal^fime  to  under- 
take this  additional  responsibility.  \Ne 
agreed  with  the  convention,  hut  we  wanted 
them  to  have  Blue  Mountain  if  they  wanted 
it.

(We  must  have  one  for  our  Missis- 
sippi Y.  W.  A's. ) Not  knowing 
what  “Y.  W.  A.”  meant,  the  other 
lenominations  railed  us  "Young 
Women  of  America."  We  took  this 
is  a great  compliment,  but  changed 
it  to  “THE  Young  Women  of  Amer- 
ica." We  study  Just  like  school, 
too.  and  many  of  us  rise  at  five  and 
;et  in  two  good  hours  of  study  be- 
fore breakfast,  and  In  this  mountain 
ilr.  so  cold  and  invigorating,  things 
aste  so  good.  There  is  special  nor- 
mal work  for  leaders -and  In  addi- 
lon  1 am  taking  a course  on  South 
America  and  a home  mission  study. 
There  Is  much  to  tell  .but  1 must 
speak  of  one  service  that  to  me  has 
meant  very  much.  The  Robt.  E. 
(>ee  Hall  (of  which  I shall  speak 
later)  has  a magnificent  porch  100 
feet  long,  very  wide*  and  with  Im- 


mense columns  that  reach  up  to  the 
third  story  in  colonial  fashion.  Here, 
Just  as  the  sub  goes  down,  we  hate 
our  twilight  service*.  Sit  here  with 
me  on  these  broad  white  steps  and 
let  us  view  this  most  wonderful  of 
moving  pictures,  eventide  In  the 
mountains!  Below  us  in  the  valley 
the  lights  are  beginning  to  come  out 
one  by  one  in  the  little  village  of 
Black  Mountain.  About  five  miles 
in  the  distance  lies  the  Blue  Ridge 
range,  piled  peak  on  peak,  till  w,e 
have  counted  ; twenty-two;  now  a 
darkening  blue  with  an  occasional 
glint  of  sunlight  touching  rock  and 
follagb  About  their  summits  and 
In  tliq!  ridges  nestle  baby  clouds  as 
tenderly  pink  j an  are  Inner  rose 
leaves.  Already  as  we  look  they 
are  fading  into  trailing  mlats  like 
the  White  wltigs  of  angels  sent  to 
have  Charge  over  us.  Can  you 
wonder  that  the  songs  are  sweeter 
here.  And  that  having  ears  we  hear 
words;  from  trfe  Book  that  have  new 
meanings?  Last  night  a little  cloud 
came  up  right  close  to  the  porch 
during  the  srrVlce  aB  |f  it,  too.  want- 
ed to  ihelp  sing  and  pray.  It  gave 
one  stich  a strange  feeling  as  though 
all  nature  was  Joining  in  this  ves- 
per sefvlce.  I will  not  try  to  tell 
you  of  the  scene  when  the  moon 
comes  up  over;  old  “High  Top."  (our 
sentinel  peak,.  f>,000  feet  high  and 
right  near  the  house),  and  all  the 
world  lies  flooded  in  its  Allvery  light 
I am  writing  to  you  tonight  with  a 
heart  full  of  thanksgiving  that  you 
dear  wotoeu  have  made  possible  my 
coming  to  this  beautiful  place.  May 
God  help  me  to  help  you.
